Some of 
this disappeared, much remains. 
A good deal of it is 
special pleading for himself, but intermingled are shrewd 
observations just as pointed today as when written. 
The Russia of which Napoleon spoke was, of course, 
not the same Russia as exists today. It was smaller in size, 
and far less homogeneous and organized. But the experi­ 
ences of Napoleon with Russia are sn similar of those of 
the present generation that few w ill say there has been 
any great change in Muscovite character during the years. 
Russia was then the same irresponsible problem- 
child as her attitude towards U N O shows her to be today. 
Every nation which, during the 20-year British war against 
Napoleon, "trusted" Russia suffered thereby — France 
along with the others. Russia swapped sides no less than 
three times. First she was with England against France, 
then Alexander I. became on** of Napoleon's closest “ bud­ 
dies"— and in the end it was Russia's war of "space and 
tim e" against France which led to Napoleon's downfall.
